Act No. 2 Provides Means

Definite benefits are in 


prospect for Hempstead coun- 
ty taxpayers as a result of 
provisions of Act No. 2 of the 
special legislative session this 
year, it was 
indicated 
by 


county officials Thursday. 


The act WHS intended primarily to 


save for the individual taxpayers, who 
wore delinquent in meeting their an- 
nual real estate assessments on their 
homes and other hind on which taxes 
had not been paid since 1931 by en- 
abling them to .settle as much as two 
years delinquency 
by paying one 


year's tax. 


Since 1931 Hempstead county's as- 


sessment lolal was reduced by about 
33 1-3 per cent through inability of 
taxpayers to pay taxes, John W. Ridg- 
dill, county assessor, said. When a 
parcel of property is listed as delin- 
quent, and sold to the state for non- 
payment of taxes, the property is 
dropped from the assessment records, 
Mr. Ridgdill explained. 


County Treasurer Frank Ward an- 


ticipates that a large part of the de- 
linquent lands will have been redeem- 
ed 
by 
the last of December. The 


lands are redeemed by paying to the 
treasurer the amount shown on a land 
redemption statement issued by Ar- 
tliur Anderson, county clerk.

Youi-writer has believed for several 


years that what the world needs is a 
stagger system of tariffs. 


America, for instance should resolve 


to admit cheap clocks, watches and 
novelties tariff-free. Europe is a land 
of novelty-makers. That trade rightly 
belongs to her. 


But America should keep up the 


tariff on steel, coal and other funda- 
mental raw materials. That tariff is 
justifiable for two reasons: In the 
first place, it protects war materials 
for national defense; and in the sec- 
ond place, America is naturally the 
greatest mass manufacturer in the 
world. We are entitled to outsell the 
rest of the nations on automobiles and 
most other large mechanical devices.

I have a great admiration for Sec- 


retary Wallace of the Department of 
Agriculture because in regard to tariffs 
and war debts he is the most com- 
plete realist in President Roosevelt's 
cabinet. 


He had the nerve to say publicly in 


speeches throughout the South last 
summer that any cotton farmer who 
opposed modfication or even cancella- 
tion of the war debts was a simpleton 
and a fool. 


And he speaks his mind just as 


forcefully on the question of tariffs. 


America can do one of three things 


(and here I am paraphrasing an cdi- 
•t.oyjfll «n .n7-tevsrtny's.,<Vrhunsas Gazette: 


1. We can be internationally mind- 


ed and produce for the world market. 
But if we do we must lower certain 
tariffs and be prepared to meet criti- 
cism from the American trades which 
would be affected (the clock-makers, 
for instance). 


2. We can be nationally-minded, 


walling ourselves away from the rest 
of the world. But if we do, we must 
keep 50 million acres of land out of 
production and be prepared to with- 
stand the yelps of produce processors 1 
and exporters. 


3. Or wo may take the middle road, 


and be criticized by both farming and 
industrial interests. 


Says the Gazette: "Secretary Wal- 


lace . . . faces squarely what America 
has been trying to blink for the last 
dozen years—that we can't cat our 
economic cake and keep it too."

fered only minor injuries, but J. W. 
Guppy, Vandcrbilt's chauffeur, was 
taken to a Savannah (Ga.) hospital in 
a serious condition. Vanderbilt, of- 
ficers said, was driving at the time. 
The car plunged on for 150 feet before 
rolling down an embankment. 


Gwynne, who had made his home 


in Paris for some years, returned to 
this country recently as the represen- 
tative of a French wine' merchant. 
Guppy is a native of England. 


Young Vanderbilt, who landed only 


a week ago at Miami, following a 
Mcditerranian cruise aboard his fath- 
er's yacht, was en route to New York 
to see his mother. He was 
thrown 


clear of the car at the impact and re- 
ceived injuries 
which 
caused his 


death a few minutes later at a Ridge- 
land doctor's office. 
His body was 


taken to Savannah for its trip north- 
ward. Word received here was. that 
his father would meet it in Washing- 
ton. 


Young Vanderbilt's father was the 


donor of the Vanderbilt cup, famous in 
automobile racing 
circles 
of some 


years ago and is a director of the 
New York Central railroad. His moth- 
er is Mrs. Graham Fair Vanderbilt 
from whom his father was divorced 
in Paris in 1927. Young Vanderbilt 
lived principally with his mother in 
New York. His father has remarried.

crvises the gathering of information 
on which congressmen later base tax 
policies. 


And Parker feels that, so far as in- 


coming revenue is concerned, the gov- 
ernment's situation Is "distinctly hope, 
lul." 


Today's deficits have two causes. It's 


not only that Uncle Sam is spending 
Estimates vary. Parker believes it 
should bring not less than 5500,000,000 
every year, and some optimistic esti-

mates have gone as high as a billion. 
It all depends on how much liquor 
is used, and on how high the tax can 
be set without starting excessive boot- 
legging. 


Four taxes now on the books—the 


1930 
and $3,228,000,000 in fiscal 1921, 


when only slightly higher rates pre- 
vailed. 


Either of these tremendous collec- 


tions would have paid in cash for the 
$3,300,000,000 public works 
program 


which is causing concern as a high 
public expenditure. 


Income Tax Hits Bottom 


But the income tax sagged, especial- 


ly since 1929. It was a little more than 
two billions in 1929 with low rates, 
while the high rates of the current 
law produce-for the ..fiscal year 1933 
tthat mere trickle of $620,000,000—less 
than tobacco and beer taxes 
alone 


probably will bring. 


It is very unlikely that revenue from 


income taxes ever will fall so low 
again, now that there are more in- 
comes to tax, and plugs are about to 
be inserted in some of the more gap- 
ing leaks. 


The deficit on regular operating ex- 


penses of the government is being cut 
down. It was $2,880,000,000 in the fiscal 
year 1932, and $1,786,000,000 in 1933. 
For the fiscal year 1934 it now seems 
possible that there will be no deficit 
on regular operating expenses—that 
the government will take in enough 
money to pay its running expenses 
and all its interest and sinking fund 
charges. 


Huge Sum for Interest 


And they are some charges! Dur- 


ing the next fiscal year the govern- 
ment must dig up some $800,000,000 
just to pay the interest on what it 
owes, and 
another 
$500,000,000 for 


sinking fund, or savings piled up to 
meet debts as they come due. 


These charges mount, of course, as 


the public debt mounts, This had 
reached $23,050,256,717 at the end of 
October. 
Some authorities estimate 


that if none of the New Deal expenses 
<loans and "self-liquidating projects") 
ever come back to the treasury, we 
already are obligated for a possible 
debt of 35 billions. Much of it, of 
course, will come back. The R. F. C. 
actually was paid back more money 
last month than it loaned. 


But they afiree that even if such an 


unheard-of peak were reached, the 


resources of the government would 
carry it. 


Bui up to now, the debt of 23 bil- 


lions Is nearly three billions short of 
the debt we piled up fighting in the 
World wnr. And that was well under 
control within six years, cut down to 
16 billions. It was the four-billion- 
dollar Income tax years that did it. 


Higher Taxes Faced 


So the tremedous debt being piled 


up by the New Deal isn't an impos- 
sible thing to contend with if busi- 
ness—and revenue—c8me back to any- 
thing like normal. But until and un- 
less it does, there is no escape from 
more and bigger taxes. 


The joint committee is working con- 


tinually on new plans for taxation, 
many of which will be presented nt the 
next congress. 


Elaborate studies ai'e being made to 


prevent overlapping of federal, state, 
and local taxes, Senator Bennett Clark 
(Mo,), leader in the effort to get rid 


of tax-exempt securities, may make 
another effort to tax the $40,000,000,000 
in securities, mostly state and local, 
which now are exempt. 


Legal precedents and plans are be- 
ng marshaled to get around the con- 
stitutional and moral aspects of this 
change. 


Revive Sales Levy 


Senator King (Utah) thinks Con- 


gress must raise $5,000,000,000 this ses- 
sion by taxation, and he is studying 
new plans to get it. 


The sales tax undoubtedly will be 


given another whirl this winter. A 
desperate effort to plug gaping holes 
revealed in the income tax by the 
Senate stock market investigation will 
oe made, but of course such changes 
can have no effect on this year's rev- 
enue. 


Most of oil, a new phase of taxation 


is getting attention for really the first 
time. 


"It used to be," says Parker, "that 


:axation was just 'the art of plucking 
the most feathers from the goose with 
the least squawking.1 


"Now we have to go much farther 


than that, and consider the social ef- 
tects of various forms of proposed 
taxes. 


''Sometimes that aspect is just as 


important as the revenue-raising side, 
and it's becoming more important all 
the time."

long, would be placed at 500-mile in- 
tervals across the ocean to Europe. 


Roper estimated 
that 
about four 


months would be required to build the 
demonstration section. The entire air. 


way would cost 130,000,000 and about 
90 per cent of the total would go for 
labor, employing 10,000 men for two 
years. 
The development also is dependent 
upon approval of the State Depart- 
ment, he said, adding this was ex- 
pected momentarily. 


"Studies conducted by the depart- 


ment's aeronautical experts show that 
an airway of these floating islands will 
assure efficient, safe, dependable and 
profitable 24-hour mail, passenger and 
expres airplane service between the 
principal cities of the Atlantic sea- 
board and western Europe capitals," 
Secretary Roper said. 


"The landing facilities of the Atlan- 


tic airway would be made available to 
any commercial aviation company or 
individual of nny country on equal 
toll schedules, and these toll charges 
it is estimated will more than pay the! 
operating expenses of the 
floating 


islands. 


"The first island, 500 miles off the 


Atlantic coast, could be located in 
such a position as to establish air 
service to start from several cities on 
the Atlantic coast, such 
as Boston, 


Providence, New Haven, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Richmond, Norfolk, Wilmington, N. C.

.There are two common methods of 


curing pork. "Sugar cured" meats are 
usually considered the finest. 
Al- 


though those cured in brine are pre- 
ferred by some persons. 


To Sugar Cure Pork 


Fifty pounds meat, 2V> pounds salt, 


2% ounces pepper, '•. ounce saltpeter, 
2 cups molasses. 


Rub about 1 tablespoon table salt 


arcund the bone of ham and shoulder. 
Rub both sides of meat well with 
molasses. Mix salt, pepper and salt- 
peter thoroughly and rub well into the 
meat. Use about one-third of the mix- 
ture and let stand three days. Rub 
tmo wore times at three-day inter- 
vals, making three rubbings in all. 
Let stand in a cool, dry place for from 
four to six weeks. The famous Vir- 
ginia ham is allowed to cure from two 
to one-half to three months. At the 
end of the curing period the, meat is 
smoked or not, as preferred. Hng up 
in a'cool dry place. 


To Cure With Brine 


First rub each ham or shoulder with 


1 tablespoon powdered saltpeter. Rub 
around the bone with 1 teaspoon black 
pepper. Mix l'/a pounds brown sugar 
with 2 cups salt and rub meat well 
with this. This quantity is enough 
for fifty pounds of meat. Put a layer 
of salt in the bottom of n tub. Put in 
meat, skin side down. Sprinkle with 
salt and add more meat. Let stand in 
this salt for 
eight 
days. Take out 


meat, wipe off all the salt and wash 
tub. Combine ounces of saltpeter, 8 
cups molasses, 2 cups salt and 2 gal- 
lons of water. Boil and skim. When 
cool pour over meat in tub. The brine 
should cover the meat. Let stand in 
brine four or five weeks, turning meat 
once a week to be sure it is curing 
evenly. 
Bacon will cure 
in three 


weeks. Remove from brine and smoke. 


"Leaf" lard may be bought in any 


butcher shop or city 
market and 


tried oj^t at home. Cut fat in small 
pieces. Put into a large kettle with 
just enough water to covet- bottom of 
kettle. This prevents scorching when 
fat is first put over the fire. Cook 
slowly, stirring frequently, until the 
pieces of fat are crisp and crackly. 
Strain 
through 
cheesecloth 
into 


crcckt. If you haven't a lard press 
put the cracklings into a jelly bag 
and squeeze out as much lard as pos- 
sible.
